The aqueduct brings 85,000,000 gal- 


lons every 24 hours from Shoal lake, 
an arm of the Lake of the Woods, with 
an area of 1,500 square miles and 300 
feet above the level of, the city. The 
conduit tunnels under the Red river, 
Whitemouth river and several smaller 
streams. 


To build the aqueduct the city con-

From Lake of the 


Railroad. 


Winnipeg, Man.—A concrete conduit, 
eight feet In diameter, 06 miles long, 
and costing $15,0015,000, ha^ iust been 
completed and the water has been 
turned .into the city mulns. Only four 
cities-of the world liaye gone farther 
for their water. 


The aqueduct brings 85,000,000 gal­ 
lons every 24 hours from Shoal lake, 
an arm of the Lake of the Woods, with 
an area of 1,500 square miles and 300 
feet above the level o£ the city. The 
conduit tunnels under the Red river, 
Whitemouth river and several smaller 
streams. 


To build the aqueduct the city con­ 
structed Its own standard-gauge rail­ 
way, 110 miles long. 
Several towns 
sprang up along the line, and farmers 
began to settle in the country, before a 
wilderness. 
The road will be main­ 
tained Jn regular operation.

ITALIANS INVADE JUGO-SLAVIA 


D’Annunzio’s Troops Occupy Heights 1 


Dominating Country Several Miles 
From Flume, 


American marines have been land­ 
ed at Buccari, a small town on an 
arm of the Gulf of Quarero, about ten 
miles southeast of Kluine. sa>s a des­ 
patch to the Rome Messaggcro. 


One American ship is in the harbor, 
accv>nliiig to advices but the anchor­ 
age Is a considerable distance from 
the city. 


(According to other advices, a force 
of 12,000 Serbians had been concen­ 
trated in Buccari.)

Camouflaged 
Kidneys. 
—Skin and clean (cut­ 
ting out the white) four 
or 
five 
lamb or pigs’ 
kidneys; cut into cubes 
and fry In oil or butter 
quickly; 
season 
with 
chopped 
parsley, 
salt 
and a sliver of garlic. It 
will taice about five min­ 
utes. Just before taking up add a ta­ 
blespoonful of vinegar; let it boil up 
and serve on toast. 


Rabbit Saute.—Clean and cut up a 
rabbit; dredge with flour and sprinkle 
with salt. 
Put into a frying pan with 
two tublespoonfuls each of chopped 
onion and drippings; cook gently until 
brown. 
Cover with three cupfuls of 
stock, add a dozen small onions, a bit 
of bay leaf, blade of mace, six mush­ 
room stems and a teaspoonful of tar­ 
ragon vinegar. 
Cook one hour, or un­ 
til tender.. 
Remove the onions and 
rabbit and strain the stock. 
Cut half 
a pound of lmtn in strips and cook in 
a frying pan with the caps of the 
mushrooms. 
Add twelve ripe olives, 
the onion and rabbit and the strained 
sauce. 
Bring to the boiling point and 
season highly. 
Put the rabbit in the 
center of a platter, arrange mush­ 
rooms, olives, ham and onions in piles 
around the rabbit and pour the sauce 
over ail. 


Mock 
Roast 
Chickcn.—Take 
one 
pound of the shin of veal, two ounces 
of salt pork, one tablespoonful of chop­ 
ped onion; mix thoroughly with one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls of salt, pep­ 
per and one-half cupful of milk. Line 
a mold with two-thirds of the mixture. 
Put one cupful of bread crumbs and 
one cupful of milk in a saucepan and 
stir over the fire until tniek. Add one 
tenspoonful of salt, a little pepper and 
one teaspoonful of poultry dressing, 
with two teaspoonfuls of chopped on­ 
ions. 
Mix well and put in the center 
of the mold. 
Cover with the remain­ 
ing veal mixture and strips of salt 
pork. 
Bake half an hour;, invert the 
mold on a pan, surround with six po­ 
tatoes cut in strips, and. roast until 
the potatoes are tender, basting fre­ 
quently with the gravy in the pan. 


Dried mushrooms may be soaked 
several hours in cold water, then used 
in sauces as the fresh. Cook until ten­ 
der In the water in which they are 
soaked and save it for flavor for soups 
and sauces. 


half cupfuls of chopped rhubarb, one 
cupful of sugar, one tablespoonful of 
flour and a half teaspoonful of salt;

C a b b a g e 
With Meat.—Cut a me­ 
dium-sized cabbage into 
halves and let it stand 
an hour In cold water to 
remove insects, If any. 
Into a saucepan put one 
sliced onion, a slice or two of bacon 
and cook together until the bacon and 
onion are fried. Add the cabbage, and 
water to cover, season with salt and 
cook until the cabbage is nearly ten­ 
der. 
Add a few well-washed frank- 
forts and let them boil a few minutes. 
Serve the cabbage neatly arranged In 
halves with the sausages over the top, 
Rice Cooked in Chicken Stock.— 
Cook rice until nearly tender in water 
then add enough chicken stock to sea­ 
son well and finish cooking. 
Serve 
as a vegetable. 


Cottage Cheese and Peanut Salad,— 
Mix a half cupful of peanuts, which 
have been shelled and-fmt through the 
meat chopper, using the course cutter, 
with a cupful of seasoned cottage 
cheese. Make into balls with a spoon 
and serve on lettuce. 


Steamed Oat Bread.—Mix two cup­ 
fuls of rolled oats, ground; one cupful 
of corn Hour, two and a half teaspoon- 
fuis of baking powder and two tea­ 
spoonfuls of salt. Add two cupfuls of 
milk, two eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
melted shortening and one-fourth cup­ 
ful of corn sirup. Steam in baking 
powder cans two hours or bake in 
greased muflin pans.

In these days of thin cream which 
refuses to whip, a solution called vis­ 
cogen will be useful, which may be 
made at home and kept indefinitely if 
well stoppered. 
Take five ounces of 
sugar and dissolve in ten ounces of 
water. 
Add six ounces of cold water 
to two ounces of quicklime and let it 
gradually slake; then strain through a 
fine sieve, to remove unslaked parti­ 
cles. 
Combine the two liquids and 
shake occasionally for two hours. 
In 
three hours set the mixture aside to 
settle, then siphon or pour off the clear 
liquid. 
Store in small bottles tightly 
corked, as the liquid absorbs carbonic 
acid from the air, thus darkening the 
color and reducing the strength. Keep 
either in a dark bottle or wrap the 
bottle In dark paper. ' Use one-fourth 
of a tc.-ispoonful of the viscogen to 
„three-fourths of a cupful of cream, 
well chilled. 
Stir well, then beat with 
an egg-beater as usual.

UKRAINIAN 
YEAR BOOKS 


Publications Have Wider Circulation 
Than Newspapers 


The yearbooks published by the 
Ukrainians in the United States and 
Canada 
are highly important fea­ 
tures of their household libraries, ac­ 
cording to the committee on public 
information. 
The Ukrainians do not 
publish any illustrated magazines in 
this country but issue a number of 
paper-covered annuals dealing with an 
enormous number of subjects and 
filled with pictures. 


Thus one of the most recent Ukrain­ 
ian almanacs, which is just off the 
press, contains articles on airplanes, 
agriculture, politics, international re­ 
lations, music, wireless telegraphy and 
travel. And this is only the beginning. 
There is one article about Woodrow 
Wilson, accompanied by a picture of 
the president and quotations from 
some 
of 
his 
memorable 
speeches. 
These yearbooks, of which there are 
about ten, have a wider circulation 
than the Ukrainian newspapers and 
one or more of them is pretty sure to 
be found even in the humblest Ukrain­ 
ian household. 


English Writer Tells About 


Films That Actually Talk- 


Latest Edison Invention

Thomas Alva Edison, in liis wonder­ 
ful new invention, bus given us pic­ 
tures that not only move but talk, re­ 
lates a London correspondent. 
The 
Uinetophone and the phonograph, and 
' its effects ai'O weirdly realistic. The 
machine is so constructed that the 
sounds of the voices of the actors in 
the picture drama are reproduced in 
the most natural way. When figures 
appear to be walking toward the front 
of the stage their voices get louder as 
they get nearer to the audience, and 
softer as they retreat. When a plate 
is smashed the noise of bi’oken crock­ 
ery is distinctly beard. The notes of 
the piano or violin are reproduced 
when the actor plays on one of these 
instruments, the expression and time 
being clearly marked. Whistling, sing­ 
ing, opening and shutting dooi’s, etc., 
are all heard. 


Talking pictures are also to be seen 
Jn a similar invention, the klinoplastl- 
kon. The effects here are most won­ 
derful. Dancers come from the wings, 
perform and sing, and retire to the 
Wings again, and after applause come 
and how their acknowledgments to the 
audience in the most natural munner. 
What is more, the stage is not in dark­ 
ness, ps in the case of ordinary bio­ 
scope pictures, but is perfectly light, 
and there is no screen, The illusion 
of living people singing and dancing 
as in a real theater is thus almost 
complete, for the figures do almost 
everything that a living artist can do.

of Land Into Flourishing 


Forest Within Few Years 


England and Scotland are preparing 
to replant forests which have been cut 
to provide war supplies. They are do­ 
ing it now. 
Never before have those 
countries been so bare of timber. 
Hunting ranges and sporting grounds 
have been sacrificed to supply muni­ 
tion factories at homo and armies 
abroad. 
The old forests were pri­ 
marily ornamental and incidentally 
useful, but those which are now being 
deliberately 
provided 
for 
w ill 
be 
primarily useful and incidentally or­ 
namental, 
says 
Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. 


In the United States we are not in 
so much need of tree planting as they 
are in the British isles. But there are 
two kinds of timber which the war de­ 
mand has greatly depleted, and they 
are kinds of much importance, locust 
and black walnut. 


There Is another point to be consid­ 
ered In the planting of these trees: 
They can be grown on sandy tracts of 
land which are now considered of no 
value, and thus reclaim this land. 


An excellent illustration of what 
can be accomplished in the way of re­ 
claiming useless land** through the 
planting of trees has been carried out 
during the last six or eight years by a 
resident of Whiteside county, Illinois. 
In these years he has accomplished the 
seemingly impossible task of turning 
some 70 acres of sand, formerly as bar­ 
ren as the desert of Sahara, into a 
flourishing forest. Nor is that a ll; for 
this forest, acting as a sand binder, 
has been the means of saving other 
fertile acres from the inroads of the 
drifting sand, the total result being 
that the fann ha§ increased several 
times in value. 
The sandy tracts, 
which, before being planted to trees, 
we/e practically worthless, are now 
worth anywhere from §50 to $100 an 
acre.

New York.—Resumption of peace­ 
time pursuits, with the addition 
of 
new industries, such as dye-making 
and the boom expected in the build­ 
ing trades, will carry the United 
States at once into a period of great 
activity, according to reports gath­ 
ered by the United Press. 


When restrictions on building trades 
are fully raised and the need for manu­ 
factured and raw materials in Europe 
becomes keenly felt, business depres­ 
sion which may result from the stop­ 
ping of war work will be rapidly over­ 
come, it is believed.

The as­ 
sociation „of wliich Charles Lathrop 
Pack is prcsidenpurges the planting of 
a tree in honor of the man who of­ 
fered his life to his country also. 


Many Organizations Help. 


“In collecting the seed that France 
will want,” said Mr. Ridsdale be-*: 
fore sailing, “the members of our asso­ 
ciation, the forestry departments of 
the various states, the boy scouts and 
other organizations will bo called upon 
to help. 


“A million and a quarter acres of 
forest in the north and east of France 
have been practically wiped out dur­ 
ing the war. They were cut down by 
the contending armies for use. in 
trench building, 
for barracks, 
for 
roads, for Y. M. C. A. and hospital 
buildings or were blasted to pieces by 
shell fire. 
But the sacrifice was not 
in vain, for the great defensive value 
of the forests materially aided France 
and her allies in checking the Ger­ 
man drives and saving more of France 
from invasion by the Iluns. 


“The service which the .American 
Forestry association and its members* 
will consider an honor to perform Is to 
aid In the restoration of these forests 
which France had to sacrifice under 
the pressure of war, for no war has. 
ever made such a call upon the for­ 
ests for materials. 


“Almost a # million French people 
were dependent upon these forests for 
six months of the year for a livelihood, 
and the French government faces a 
great economic problem in providing 
them with resources for sustaining . 
themselves until the forests are re­ 
stored.” 


Memorial Tree Plan. 


In St. Louis, Park Commissioner 
Cunliff is koing to plant memorial trees 
along the famous Lindell boulevard. 
An “avenue of the allies” lined with 
trees in honor of the allied nations is- 
one suggestion coming from some cit­ 
ies adopting the memorial tree plan. 
Another plan being worked out is for 
the planting of memorial trees along 
the transcontinental motor highways 
by the various counties through which* 
such highways pass. 
The Lincoln 
Highway association has taken up this 
plan. In Louisiana memorial trees are 
to be planted, one every 40 feet, along 
the Jefferson highway in that state. 
This is the highway that leads to Win* 
nipeg, and the slogan is “From Pine* 
to Palm,”

ACCIDEXT BEING INVESTIGATE!*

It is the 
purpose of the attorney to investigate 
the cause of the accident and to dis- 
cover whether the contractor, William 
Murphy and Sons, of Harrisburg. who 
were building the bridge, are to blame 
for the mishap.

Arrangements Made to Provide Voca­ 
tional Training for All 
Soldiers. 


W ashington—Uncle Sam is going to 
do more for his disabled soldiers and 
seamen than any nation ever did, and 
the arrangements to care for the nearly 
twro hundred thousand men disabled 
in battle or through disease or acci­ 
dent in camp are 
near completion. 
Public charitv will not be needed. 


The federal board of vocational edu­ 
cation, operating under the vocational 
rehabilitation act, will restore health, 
and in the case of permanent injury 
teach trades that may *be followed. 
During the process the pupil’s living 
will be paid, he will receive a wage 
and in addition his dependents will be 
paid an allowance.

The v.hole hemispheie will shine brighter, and 
pleasure spring up in every corner of thy heart.

Washington, D. C.—In a general way 


It Is known that during the war a 
method was found to communicate 
with a submerged submarine from 
shore or sea. 
How this Is done and 


how It came to be discovered that it 
could be done not until now has been 
made public. Like a good many other 
revelations it came when the research- 
ers were at work on another problem. 


The scientists of the radio section 


of the bureau of standards stumbled 
on Its secret and the lucky ones to sus- 
pect It were two young assistants not 
long out of high school. Their experi- 
ments and the development of what is 
known as the "loop aerial" for subma- 
rine radio communication by the bu- 
reau resulted in a device so simple 
and perfect, and producing such won- 
derful 
results, that the navy has 


adopted it and is equipping all its un- 
dersea craft with this style of loop. 


In the fall of 1917 a series of experi- 


ments was undertaken by the bureau 
to develop an apparatus for the detec- 
tion of enemy submersibles. J. A. Wil- 
loughby and P. D. Lowell were en- 
gaged in the work. They had a notion ' 
that a closed or rubber encased coil 
of wire offered the best chances for 
success. 
They made one and threw 


It one night into a tank of fresh water 
On the grounds of the bureau near 
Chevy Chase, Md., a suburb of Wash- 
Ington. To their delight they received 
a signal from the big radio station at 
Arlington. The next night they sub- 
merged the coil in the tidal basin of 
the Potomac near the new navy build- 
Ing. Again the signal came with no 
difference in strength whether the loop 
or coil was suspended in air or sunk in 
the river. 


Discovery Significant. 


The significance of this discovery 


struck both jotmg men. Here was a 
way possibly to detect the presence of 
enemy submarines, but surely to talk 
with our own, which was equally im- 
portant, had been thought impossible. 
This was in November. 


In December improvements in the 


submerged coil brought the reception 
of signals from Lyons, France; Paris 
and San Diego, Cal. By March last 
year excellent signals were received 
on a single turn coll 150 feet long by 
sixty feet high having a w n \ e length 
of 100 meters by 35,000 meters 


In April Mr, Willoughby discussed 


with Lieutenant Commander 11. P. St. 
Glair of the radio division of the navy, j 


the use of loops on submarines for 
both transmission and reception under 
water. 
Both he and Mr. Lowell were 


sent to New London to work under 
Commander McDowell in charge of the 
base, to install the apparatus for a try- 
out on submarine D-l. It is a simple 
contrivance, the metal frame of the 
submarine itself being a part of it, 
this being used as a "ground" Just as 
the earth is used In hand telegraphy. 
The circuit is thus made complete. As 
finally perfected the loop' consists of 
two insulated wires grounded at the 
extreme ends of the hull carried over 
suitable supports to the conning tower 
and thence through "radio-lead-ins" 
down into the boat to the receiving 
and sending apparatus. A single turn 
loop was used on the D-l. 
With its 


top submerged three feet signals were 
received from a submarine chaser 
three-quarters of a mile away. 


Boat Used as "Ground." 


A new type of loop was tried on the 


U. S. S. G-3, in which the lead-in wires 
were brought in from the upper side i 
of the loop instead of the lower and' 
the entire loop was insulated from the i 


hull. Better, but iiot satisfactory, re- 
sults were obtained. 
Up to this time 


the frame of the boat had not been 
used as a "ground." 


The lower side of the loop was re- 


moved and the ends of the wire fas- 
tened to the bow and stern. The top 
of thp loop was submerged eight feet; 
signals from Nauen, Germany, were 
clearly heard. Very sharp Indications 
of direction were obtained when under 
water or on top of it. And soon other 
stations were heard, Including Carnar- 
von, England; Rome, Italy, and vari- 
ous merchant vessels. Later experi- 
ments showed that communications 
can be carried on at sea under all com 
ditions more efficiently with the closed 
loop aerial than with the ordinary, 
antenna now in general use. 


When a submarine equipped with 


the perfected apparatus is submerged 
any North American or European sta- 
tion can be received as distinctly as 
when it is on the surface. The maxi- 
mum depth of submergence at which 
signals can be heard is determined by 
the wave length. 


Signals can be transmitted from the 


loop to a distance of ten or twelve 
miles when the submarine 
Is com- 


pletely submerged, the maximum dis- 
tance being obtained when the top of 
the loop is practically at the surface. 
The distance decreases to two or three 
miles when the loop is eight or nine 
feet below the surface.

Shows Sp%eed of Light 


186,000 Miles a Second 


The velocity of light was obtainec 


bv the Danish astronomer Koeiner in 
1670. by observing the ecplises of 
Jupiter's moons. When the earth wa 
nearest to Jupiter, the eclipse appearei 
about oight and one-half minutes too 
soon for the calculations, and when 
the earth uas most remote from Jupi- 
ter they were about eight and one-half 
minutes too late. Roomer concluded 
the reason to be that it required 17 
minutes for light from the planet to 
traverse the diameter of tho earth's 
orbit, which measured the difference 
of the distances of the earth from Ju- 
piter. This calculation has since been 
verified, and proves that light travels 
about 186,000 miles a second.

As coffee appears regularly at both 
breakfast and dinner it is well to bar 
it from the luucheon table. 
On hot 
days cooling drinks are most satisfy­ 
ing. Milk may be either chilled or hot, 
depending upon the weather or one’s 
taste. 


Buttermilk is a most wholesome and 
refreshing beverage and is usually 
served ice cold. On a hot muggy day 
a glass of buttermilk and a salted 
cracker or two will make a light lunch­ 
eon.

Washington, D. O.—In a general way 
it is known that during the war a 
method was found to communicate 
with a submerged submarine from 
shore or sea. 
How this is done and 
how it came to be discovered that it 
could be done not until now has been 
made public. Like a good many other 
revelations it cams when the research­ 
ers were at work on another problem. 


Tho scientists of tho radio section 
of the bureau of standards stumbled 
on Its secret and the lucky ones to sus­ 
pect it were two young assistants not 
long out of high school. Their experi­ 
ments and the development of what is 
known as tho “loop aerial” for subma­ 
rine radio communication by the bu­ 
reau resulted in a device so simple 
and perfect, and producing such won­ 
derful results, that the navy has 
adopted it and is equipping all its un­ 
dersea craft with this style of loop. 


In the fall of 1917 a series of experi­ 
ments was undertaken by tho bureau 
to develop an apparatus for the detec­ 
tion of enemy submersibles. J. A. Wil­ 
loughby and P. D. Lowell were en­ 
gaged in the work. They had a notion 
that a closed or rubber encased coil 
of wire offered the best chances for 
success. 
They made one and threw 
it one night into a tank of fresh water 
on the grounds of the bureau near 
Chevy Chase, Md., a suburb of Wash­ 
ington. To their delight they received 
a signal from the big radio station at 
Arlington. 
The next night they sub­ 
merged the coil in the tidal basin of 
the Potomac near the new navy build­ 
ing. 
Again the signal came with no 
difference In strength whether the loop 
or coil w’as suspended in air or sunk in 
the river. 


Discovery Significant. 


The significance of this discovery 
struck both young men. 
Here was a 
way possibly to detect the presence of 
enemy submarines, but surely to talk 
with our own, which was equally im­ 
portant, had been thought impossible. 
This was in November. 


In December improvements in the 
submerged coil brought the reception 
of signals from Lyons, France; Paris 
and San Diego, Cal. 
By March last 
year excellent signals were received 
on a single turn coil 150 feet long by 
sixty feet high having a wave length 
of 100 meters by 15,000 meters. 


In April Mr. Willoughby discussed 
with Lieutenant Commander II. P. St. 
Clair of the radio division of the navy, 


the use of loops on submarines for 
both transmission and reception under 
water. Both he and Mr. Lowell were 
sent to New London to work imdcr 
Commander McDowell in charge of the 
base, to install the apparatus for a try­ 
out on submarine D-l. It is a simple 
contrivance, the metal frame of the. 
submarine Itself being a part of it, 
this being used as a “ground” just as 
the earth is used In hand telegraphy. 
The circuit is thus made complete. As 
finally perfected the loop' consists of 
two insulated wires grounded at the 
extreme ends of the hull carried over 
suitable supports to the conning tower 
and thence through “radio-lead-ins” 
down into the boat to the receiving 
and sending apparatus. A single turn 
loop was used on the D-l. 
With its 
top submerged three feet signals were 
received from a submarine chaser 
three-quarters of a mile away. 


Boat Used as “Ground.* 


A new type of loop was tried on the 
U. S. S. G-S, in which the lead-in wires 
were brought in from the upper side 
of the loop instead of the lower and 
the entire loop was insulated from the 


hull. Better, but not satisfactory* re­ 
sults were obtained* Up to this tima 
the frame of the boat had not bcea 
used as a “ground*” 


Tho lower side of the loop was re­ 
moved and tho ends of the wire fa»- 
toned to the bow and stern. The top 
of the loop was submerged eight feet; 
signals from Nauen, Germany, wero 
clearly heard. .Very sharp Indications 
of direction were obtained when under 
water or on top of it. And soon other 
stations were heard, including Carnar­ 
von, England; Rome, Italy, and vari­ 
ous merchant vessels. 
Later experi­ 
ments showed that communications 
can be carried on at sea under all con« 
ditions more efficiently with the closed 
loop aerial than with the ordinary, 
antenna now In general use. 


When a submarine equipped with 
the perfected apparatus is submerged 
any North American or European sta­ 
tion can be received as distinctly as 
when it is on the surface* The maxi­ 
mum depth of submergence at which 
signals can be heard is determined by 
the w’ave length. 


Signals can be transmitted from the 
loop to a distance of ten or twelve 
miles when the submarine is com­ 
pletely submerged, the maximum dis­ 
tance being obtained when the top of 
the loop is practically at the surface. 
The distance decreases to two or three 
miles when the loop is eight or nine 
feet below the surface. 


RAISULI BANDIT 
OF RARE CHARM 


Washington, D. C.—That relentless 
bandit, Raisuli, the Villa of Morocco, 
whose present raids have caused a po­ 
litical crisis in Spain, has another side. 


“He could not bear to hear a child 
cry, while on several occasions I no­ 
ticed his care even to avoid allowing 
the bees collected on his cup to drown/* 
is tho surprising statement, not of a 
friend, but of the wealthy American 
who was held for ransom by Raisuli in 
1904, until President Roosevelt sent a 
fleet of war ships and his famous ulti­ 
matum, “Perdicaris alive or Raisuli 
dead” to Morocco. 


Ion Perdicaris’ own story of his ad­ 
ventures as the prisoner of the “Moroc­ 
can Robin Hood” is told in a communi­ 
cation sent by him to the National 
Geographic society soon after his re­ 
lease. 


“In many respects the man inter­ 
ested and attracted me, in spite of ail 
my natural motives for dislike,” said 
Mr. Perdicaris. 
“R&Isuli was at once 
so gracious and dignified, not to us 
only, but to his own wild adherents, 
who evidently idolized their chieftain, 
whose position among them seemed 
that of the head of a Highland clan in 
the olden times. 


Has a Superior Character. 


“Ho was quick to see the humorous 
aspect of a situation, while his repartee 
was as immediate and to the point as 
though he had been born in County 
Galway itself. In fact, I discovered to 
my consternation that I was beginning 
to like the man, in spite of my natural 
resentment. 
I found myself nncon-. 
sciously accepting his contention that

he was not a mere brigand or cattl« 
liftbr, but a patriot struggling to res­ 
cue his Berber followers from the tyr­ 
anny of the corrupt shereefian officials.

“I watched Raisuli with anxiety, lest 
apprehending the landing of marines, 
with a view to our relief and his own 
capture, he might endeavor to drag us 
to some more distaat and inaccessible 
retreat. 
What was then my surprlso 
when, looking up with a bright smile, 
he said: ‘Well, I think I can now con­ 
gratulate you!* 


“ T do not understand you/ I re­ 
plied. 


“ T mean/ answered Raisuli, ‘that 
the presence of these vessels will lead 
the authorities at Tangier to make 
such representations to the sultan as 
may result in his acceding to my de­ 
mands, and then you will be able to re­ 
turn to your friends/ 


Part as Friends. 


“The next morning it was still dark 
when our men began loading the pack 
mules, and we reached the crest of tho 
mountain, which lay between us and 
Tangier, just as the sun rose. 


“At last the mules, bearing the silver 
dollars, carefully packed in boxes, ar­ 
rived; but now luncheon was again 
served in honor of Mulai Ahmed, and 
must bo partaken of, after which the 
bullion was counted in another room. 


“ ‘The silver/ said Raisuli, address­ 
ing me, ‘has been counted-—$20,000, as

ho had learned to look upon me as a 
friend and that he hoped I cherished 
no ill feeling on account of my deteiv 
tion.”

Put into a frying pan with 
two tahlespoonfuls each of chopped 
onion and drippings; cook gently until 
brown. 
Cover with throe cupfuls of 
stock, add a dozen small onions, a bit 
of bay leaf, blade of mace, six mush- 
room stems and a teaspoonful of tar- 
ragon vinegar. 
Cook one hour, or un- 
til tender.. 
Ilemove the onions and 
rabbit and strain tlio stock. 
Cut half 
a pound of ham in strips and cook in 
a frying pan with the caps of the 
mushrooms.

pound oi: the shin of veal, two ounces 
of salt pork, one tablespoonful of chop- 
ped onion; mix thoroughly with one 
and one-half teaspoonfuls of salt, pep- 
per and one-half cupful of milk. Line 
a mold with two-thirds of the mixture. 
Put one cupful of bread crumbs and 
one cupful of milk in a saucepan and 
stir over the fire until tnick. Add one 
teaspoonful of salt, a little pepper and 
one teaspoonful of poultry dressing, 
with two teaspoonfuls of chopped on- 
ions. 
Mix well and put in the center 
of the mold.

Take five ounces of 
sugar and dissolve In ten ounces of 
water. 
Add six ounces of cold water 
to two ounces of quicklime and let It 
gradually slake; then strain through a 
fine sieve, to remove unslaked parti- 
cles. 
Combine the two liquids and 
shake occasionally for two hours. 
In 
three hours set tho mixture aside to 
settle, then siphon or pour off the clear 
liquid. 
Store in small bottles tightly 
corked, as the liquid absorbs carbonic 
acid from the air, thus darkening the 
color and reducing the strength. Keep 
either in a dark bottle or wrap the 
bottle in dark paper. ' Use one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of 
the vlscogen to 
^tlirpe-fourths of a cupful of cream, 
well chilled.

Rice Cooked 
in Chicken 
Stock.— 
Cook rice until nearly tender in water 
then add enough chicken stock to sea- 
son well and finish cooking.

as a vegetable. 
Cottage Cheese and Peanut Salad.— 
Mix a half cupful of peanuts, wlilch 
have been shelled and-fjut through the 
meat chopper, using the coarse cutter,

A city of normally 
about 15,000 Inhabitants Chaumont lies 
on the Eastern I'ailway lines, 1G3 miles 
east of Paris; 
It was formerly the 
capital of Bassigny, and is now the

of

Haute Marne. 
» 


Like most of the older cities of 
France, Chaumont seems to have been 
founded on a site of strategic valuo. It 
crowns a high plateau between the 
Marne and the Suizo, and from the 
walls and towers of the old city is a 
wonderful view of the valley of the 
Marne, tl\e river here being hardly as 
wide as the Marne canal that flows be- 
side it between its poplar-bordered 
banks. 
Northward over the narrow 
vale of the Suizo the view takes in a 
wide sweep of rolling, forest-crowned 
hills. 


Removed From Paris. 
General headquarters was removed 
from Paris here in September of last 
year, Chaumont being selected after a 
careful search of available locations. 
It lies In the center of what was the 
I American training area, every camp, 
as well as the Toul sector, in which 
the American forces first saw battle, 
and all the lines from Toul eastward, 
wUiere we Avere located, being within 
reach by motor. 


The French post occupied as head- 
quarter oflices Is typical of French 
garrisons. 
Three long, four-story red 
tile-roofed bai'racks form three sides 
of a great quadrangle facing a wide 
avenue. 
A group of lesser buildings 
and the customary iron fence and or- 
namental gates in the remaining boun- 
dary. 
On both gate posts fly the Tri- 
color and the Stars and Stripes, 


Sentries pace their posts on every 
hand, the quadrangle is filled with hur- 
rying ofllcers and oi'derlies and clerks, 
hands flash in salute, bugles give their 
almost hourly calls for the various mil- 
itary events and periods of the day, 
«tafí! cai'S and motorcycles roll in aud 
out and now and thei the sentry at 
the gate stiffens even more rigidly and 
brings his piece up with more snap 


wlicn a great olive drab car, shining 
like a yacht slides in, the scarlet tab 
on the windshield witli four white 
stars signifying the 
commandcr 
in 
chief. 


Frequently 
the general's 
car 
ap- 
proaches unheralded and so swiftly 
that the sentry's cry of "Turn out the 
guard" is too late and the comnujnder 
In chief is gone before the guard can 
tumble from the guardhouse» 


Until last spring General Pershing 
made his residence in a large vilia 
near headquarters. 
Ho soon found, 
however, that so near the workshop of 
the army he could not have the quiet 
and lack of intrusion necessary to his 
growing re^sponslbllUles, and he moved 
in May last to a beautiful chateau 
about flve miles from the town. Here» 
in a great rambling castle, situated in 
the Marne valley among groves and 
wide sunlit lawns, ho lived with his 
personal 
staff. 
Connected 
by 
tele- 
phone with every divisional corps and 
army headquarters, his own oillcos in 
Chaumont, and with Paris, hu did his 
work there when not with the army. 


Chaumont itself has become almost 
Amerlcaniml by the presence of the 
headquarters. 
Its little hotels are al- 
ways crowded with oilicers. 
It has 
been very hospitable to the American 
occupation, 
Neai^ly every home with

Washington.—Uncie Sam is going to 
do more for his disabled soldiers and 
seamen than any nation ever did, and 
the arrangements to care for the nearly 
two hundred thousand men disabled 
in battle or through disease or acci- 
dent In camp are 
near 
completion. 
Public charitv will not be needed. 


The federal board of vocational edu- 
cation, operating under the vocational 
rehabilitation act, will restore liealth, 
and in the case of permanent injury 
teach trades that may -be followed. 
During the process the pupil's living 
will be paid, he will receive a wage 
and in addition his dependents will be 
paid an allowance. 


But it Is for the decision of the sol- 
dier 
or 
seaman 
and 
his 
relatives 
whether he elects to take the course. 
When the course Is completed 
the 
lioard will obtain suitable employment 
and keep an eye on tho man so that 
Ids interests may be guarded.^

made public today by the wai* depart- 
ment. 'Destruction of the 854 of the 
enemy plunes and 67 of the balloons 
had been oilicially confirmed. 


The total casualties of the American 
air service in action are given as 442. 
Including luy killed. 103 wounded, 2O0 
missing, 27 prisoners, and three In- 
tei'ned.

American air squadrons at tho front.

Verified Calculation 


Shows Speed of Light 
186,000 Miles a Second 


The velocity of light was obtained 
by the Danisii astronomer Jioemer in 
1676, by observing tlie ecjillses of 
Jupiter's moons. When the earth was 
nearest to Jupiter, tlie eeli])se appeared 
about eight and one-hijlf minutes too 
soon for the calculations, and when 
the earth was most remote from Jupi- 
ter tjiey were about eight and one-half 
minutes too late, 
Koemer concluded

RADIO TRIUMPH

Method Discovered of Communi 
eating With Submerged 
Submarines. 


YOUTHS ARE LUCKY FINDERS 


Revelations Come When 
RcEcarcher» 
Aro at Work on Something Else— 
Single Turn Loop Brings 
Amazing Results. 


Washington, D. 0.—In a general way 
It Is known that during the war a 
method was found to 
communicate 
with a submerged 
submarine 
from 
shoro or sea. 
How this is done and 
how it came to be discovered that it 
could bo done not until now has been 
made public. Like a good many other 
revelations it cam^ when the research- 
ers were at work on another problem, 


Tho scientists of the radio section 
of the bureau of standards stumbled 
on its secret and the lucky ones to sus- 
pect It were two young assistants not 
long out of high school. Their experi- 
ments and the development of what is 
known as tho *'loop aerial*' for subma- 
rine radio communication by the bu- 
reau resulted in a device so simple 
and perfect, and producing such w^on- 
derful results, 
that 
the 
luivy 
has 
adopted it and is equipping all its un- 
dersea craft with this style of loop. 


In the fall of 1917 a series of experi- 
ments was undertaken by tho bureau 
to devfeiop an apparatus for the detec- 
tion of enemy submersibles. J. A, Wil- 
loughby and P. D. Lowell were en- 
gaged In the work. They had a notion 
that a closed or rubber encased coil 
of wire oiTered the best chances for 
success. 
They made one and threw 
tt one night into a tank of fresli water 
on the grounds of the bureau 
near 
Chevy Chase. Md., a suburb of AVash- 
ington. To their delight they received 
a signal from the big radio station at 
Arlington. 
The next night they sub- 
merged the coll in the tidal basin of 
tho Potomac near the new navy build- 
ing. 
Again the signal came with no 
difference In strength whether the loop 
or coil was suspended in air or sunk in 
the river. 


Discovery Significant. 


The significance of this 
discovery 
struck both young men. 
Here was a 
way possibly to detect the presence of 
enemy submarines, but surely to talk 
with our own, wliich was equally im- 
portant, had been thought impossible. 
This was in November. 


In December improvements in the 
submerged coll brought tlie reception 
of signals from Lyons, France; Paris 
and San Diego, Cal. 
By March last 
year excellent signals were received 
on a single turn coil 150 feet long by 
sixty feet high having a wave length 
of 100 meters by 15,000 meters. 


In April Mr. Wllloughby 
discussed 
with Lieutenant Commander II. P. St. 
Olalr of the radio division of the navy, 


tho use of loops on submarines for 
both transmission and reception under 
water. 
Both he and Mr. Lowell were 
sent to New London to work under 
Commander McDowell in charge of the 
base, to Install tlie apparatus for a try- 
out on submarine D-1. It is a simple 
contrivance, the metal frame of the. 
submarine itself being a part of i t 
this being used as a ''ground" just as 
the earth is used In hand telegraphy. 
The circuit is thus made complete. As 
Anally perfected the loop' consists of 
two insulated wires grounded at the 
extreme ends of the hull carried over 
suitable supports to the conning tower 
and 
thence through 
"radio-lead-ins" 
down into the boat to tlie receiving 
and sending apparatus, A single turn 
loop was used on the D-1. 
With Its 
top submerged three feet signals were 
received 
from a 
submarine 
chaser 
three-quarters of a mile away. 


Boat Used as "Ground." 


A new type of loop was tried on the 
U. S. S. G-S, in Aviuch the lead-in wires 
were brought in from the upper side 
of the loop instead of the lower and 
the entire loop was insulated from tlie 


hull. 
Better, but not satisfactory,^ 
suits were obtained. 
Up to this time 
the frame of the boat had not bcea 
used as a "ground/' 


Tho lower side of the loop was re- 
moved and tho ends of the wire fas- 
tened to the bow and stern. 
The top 
of the loop was submerged eight fectj 
signals from Nauen. Germany, were 
clearly heard. Very sharp indications 
of direction were obtained when under 
water or on top of it. And soon other 
stations were heard, including Carnar- 
von, England; Rome, Italy, and vari- 
ous merchant vessels. 
Later experi- 
ments showed 
that 
communications 
can be carried on at sea under all con^ 
ditions more cfllclently with the closed 
loop aerial thau with the ordinary, 
antenna now In general use. 


When a submarine equipped with 
the perfected apparatus Is submerged 
any North American or European sta- 
tion can be received as distinctly a« 
when it is on the surface. The maxi- 
mum depth of submergence at which 
signals can bo heard is determined by 
the wave length. 


Signals can be transmitted from tho 
loop to a distance of ten or twelve 
miles when the submarine 
Is 
com- 
pletely submerged, the maximum dis- 
tance being obtained when the top of 
the loop is practically at the surface. 
The distance decreases to two or three 
miles when the loop Is eight or nine 
feet below tho surface. 


RAISULI BANDIT 
OF RARE CHARM 


Washington, D, C.—That relentless 
bandit. Raisull, the Villa of Morocco, 
whose present raids have caused a po- 
litical crisis in Spain, has another side. 


"He could not bear to hear a child 
cry, while on several occasions I no- 
ticed his care even to avoid allowing 
the bees collected on his cup to drown>" 
Is the surprising statement, not of a 
friend, but of the wealthy American 
who was held for ransom by Raisuli in 
1004, until President Roosevelt sent a 
fleet of war ships and his famous ulti- 
matum, "Perdicaris alive or Raisuli 
dead" to Jlorocco. 


Ion Perdicaris* own story of his ad- 
ventures as the prisoner of the ''Moroc- 
can Robin Hood" is told in a communi- 
cation sent by him to the National 
Geographic society soon after his re- 
lease. 


"In many respects the man inter- 
ested and attracted me, in spite of all 
my natural motives for dislike," said 
Mr. Perdlcarls. 
"Riiisull was at once 
so gracious and dignified, not to us 
only, but to his own wild adherents, 
who evidently Idolized their chieftain, 
whose position among tliem seemed 
that of the head of a Highland clan in 
the olden times. 


Has a Superior Character. 


"Ho was quick to see the humorous 
aspect of a situation, while his repartee 
was as immediate and to the point as 
though he had been born in County 
Galway itself. In fact, I discovered to 
ray consternation that I was beginning 
to like the man. in spite of my natural 
resentment. 
I found myself uncon- 
sciously accepting his contention that

he was not a mere brigand or cattl» 
liftdr, but a patriot struggling to res- 
cue his Berber followers from the tyf 
anny of the corrupt shereefian ofllclalt.

be- 
trayed a superior character. He Is, In 
fact, a born leader, and with a certain 
statesmanlike quality.

"While standing near Raisull one 
day on the village green, of which we 
were now allowed the freedom, one of 
his followers canje up from Tangier, 
almost breathless from his haste, to 
report the arrival of the two American 
squadrons. 
The man described how 
the eight frigates had entered the bay, 
one after another. 


"I watched Raisull with anxiety, lest 
apprehending the landing of marines, 
with a view to our relief and his own 
capture, he might endeavor to drag us 
to some more dlstaat and Inaccesslblo 
retreat. 
What was then my surprise 
when, looking up with a bright smile, 
he said: 'Well, I think I can now con- 
gratulate you!' 


" T do not understand you,' I re- 
plied. 


"'I mean/ answered Raisull, 'that 
the presence of these vessels will lead 
the authorities at Tangier to make 
sucli representations to tho sultan as 
may result In his acceding to my de- 
mands, and then you will be able to re- 
turn to your friends.' 


Part as Friends. 


"The next morning It was still dark 
when our men began loading the pack 
mules, and we reached tlie crest of tho 
mountain, which lay between us and 
Tangier, just as the sun rose. 


"At lust the mules, bearing the silver 
dollars, carefully packed in boxes, ar- 
rived; but now luncheon was again 
served in honor of Mulal Ahmed, and 
must be partaken of, after which tho 
bullion was counted in another room. 


" 'The silver/ said Raisull, address- 
ing me, 'has been counted—$20,000, as

"When I had examined the checks 
certified by Torres and El Gannam, 
the sultan's delegate minister of fi- 
nance, I gave the required assurance 
verbally, and Raisull, leading me to 
the door, where I found my horse wait 
ing for me, bade me adieu, saying that 
ho had learned to look upon me as q 
friend and that he hoped I cherished 
no 111 feeling on account of my deten« 
tion."

Cuba,—With the recent sud- 
den outbreak of cannibalistic practices 
by voodoo worshipers, which have re- 
sulted in the deaths of at least three 
Innocent chll(}ren and a half dozen of 
thfi voodoos, the latter by the applica- 
tion of "lynch" law for the first time 
in this country's history, fathers and 
mothers are living in constant fear 
that their little ones may be spirited 
away by the superstitious-negroes to 
be offered up in sacrifice to "Cliango." 
the god of the "lirujos/' as they are 
called In the Castillun language. 
The voodoos are divided into vari 


The latter Include "Rabagueye," god 
of sickness; "ICIecua,'* god of injury; 
"Olorruun" 
god 
of 
misery, 
and 
••Chango," ihe terrible god, to whom 
human sacrifices are made, 
^ 


"rhango," according to the voodoo 
belief, was tlio son of Olorruun and 
Anaragun, 
He was slain by Klecua, 
the "god of injury," and ascended Into 
heaven from a celba, or god tree, in 
the month of May. It Js in Uie month 
of May, therefore, that the "Brujos" 
observe their holy week, when Chango 
is expected to make a weekly visit 
to tlio earth, descending by tho ceiba, 
his sacred tree, always on Monday. 


The followers of Elecua do not di- 
rectly offer human sacrlficcs, although 
their healers sacrifice tJie lives of some 
patients by giving them poisonous con- 
coctions, supposedly a mysterious cure 
foi some aliment, in order to restore 


person 
only through 
Injury to an- 
otlier, 


Voodooism is not piiactlced by tho 
negroes alone. 
Many white persona 
also are said to secretly take-part in 
their religious meetings, and accusa- 
tions have been heard in various quar* 
ters of tho dlilicultles encountered by 
oilicers seeking to break up their tem- 
ples because of tlie obstacles placed In 
their way by persons of influence. 


An active campaign by the authori- 
ties In Havana and other parts of 
tho island havg resulted. In tho cap- 
turo of numerous "Brujos" and tho 
seizure of many curious and weird ol>- 
jects used by them.
